The American people are In debt 
to the extent of not less than! 
$122,000,000,000, or more than. 
one-third of the value of every- 
thing they own. On this great in-| 
debtedness they are playing annual, 
interest of about §7,600,000,000, | 
a sufficient sum to give steady, | 
full-time employment to saan | 
5,000,000 workmen, or about one | 
person out of every nine gainfully | 
employed at the present time, To, 
discharge the debt tho entire na- 
tion would have to apply its full | 
‘earnings, without deduction - for 
living or other expenses, for 
nearly two years. 

Such, in bald and somewhat 
startling outline, are the prospec- 
tive findings of surveys now under 
way by Federal bureaus and soon 
to be published, in part.

Paul Smiths, N. Y., July 11 (By 
A. oe, 13 miles to Sara- 
nac Lake, the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge received a warm welcome 
from the people of that health re- 
gort today when they attended 
| morniog services at the First Pres- 

byterian church. , 
The ride was the only one they 
have taken beyond the immedia 
vicinity of White Pine Camp since 
their arrival for the summer, and 
jhundreds were outside the little 
| church to see them. As Mr. and Mrs. 
Coolidge rode through the streets of 
the town of some 8,000 inhabitants, 
invalids from their cots on porches 
and at windows looked eagerly out. 

Word spreading that the chief 
executive was at the church, the 
crowd of 200 or 300 outside in- 
creased, until twice tbat sumber 
were present. when the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge entered their 
automobile to return to the camp. 
Tne men and women clap their 
hands and cheered as the President 
appeared, and he responded quietly 
by lifting his gray felt hat and 
emiling. 


Greeted by Clergyman. 


The service in the church, with 
ite accommodations for less than 
250, was simple. The sermon was 
preached by the minister, the Rev. 
George K. Newell, who made no ref- 
erence to the presence Of the dis- 
tinguished visitor, but devoted his 
sermon to an exposition of the spir- 
itual authority of Christ. 

After the benediction, however, 
the minister stepped down the aisle 
while the congregation remained 
standing and greeted the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge with a cordia) 
handshake and a word or two be- 
fore escorting them to the door. 

Decision of Mr. Coolidge to at- 
tend the Presbyterian church was 
reached only yesterday after at- 
taches had looked over several pos- 
sibilities in easy motoring distance 
of the summer White House. 
Whether thie is to be his church 
home during his stay in the Adiron- 
dacks aod in the absence of any 
Congregatione!l churches, the de- 
nomination of which he is a mem- 
ber, has not been indicated. 


No Special Preparations, 


No special preparations were 
made at the Presbyterian church 
for the President. The only decora- 
tion was a large bow! of peonies, 
iris and wild honeysuckles, while 
in American flag stood at one side 
of the pulpit. Every seat was taken, 
however, hefore the President and 
Mra. Coolidge arrived and walked 
to seats reserved for them half-way 
‘down the aisle an the congregation 
stood. : 

Music was furnished by a smal! 
pipe organ and choir of twenty. On 
account of the cold many kept their 
topcoats on during the service, in- 
cluding Mr. Coolidge who wore a 
dark topcoat. Mrs. Coolidge was 
dressed in black and wore a neck 
piece of silver fox. 

Returning directly to thelr camp. 
the President and Mre. Coolidge 
arranged to pass the rest of the day 
and the evening dn quiet seclusion. 
Log fires in the huge fireplaces of 
the cabins they found comfortable, 
as the day was overcast and chilly 
so that even topcoats were none 
too warm outside.

With the leas severely 
injured under treatment in several 
hospitals and private homes in the 
billy region in and about Lake Den- 
mark, it wae difficult to obtain an 
accurate check-up of those burt tn 
the successive biaste set off by a 
belt of lightning. 

Tonight, 24 hours and more after 
the initial explosion, desultory dis- 
charges of ammunition supplies 
shattered the smoldering debris of 
200 demolished buildings within the 
reservation limite. 


Two Were Seen in Auto. 


One story accounting for Lieut. 
‘Comdr. Browne and Capt. Clarke 
said that when the first explosion 
came they were together in 
Browne's house. They summoned 
a motor car and were last seen as 
they dashed toward one of the de- 
pot buildings from which smoke 
was issuing. Mrs. Browne and two 
maids were thrown from their feet 
by the first explosion and took 
refuge in the cellar of the house. 
The second explosion caused’ the 
cellar stairs to collapse and Mrs. 
Browno and the maids made their 
way to the garage, where they en- 
tered a car and raced from the dan- 
ger area. Mrs. Browne is now in 
the hospital at Newfoundland, N. J. 

Naval men reported that eighteen 
naval magazines were still intact 
and it was hoped that with the dy- 
ing down of the fires that they 
would be saved.

Mount Hope, a village. with a 
population of 500, about three- 
fourths of a mile from the arsenal, 
resembled a deserted French vil- 
lage during the war.

Senator Wads- 
worth’s unequivocal pronouncement against 
the eighteenth amendment and the Volstead 
act was immediately ch@llenged by up-State 
leaders and as promptly indorsed by Republi- 
cang of influence in New York cityw,and some 
other large centers.

If the New York county Republicans have 
their way, it is said, the convention will claim 
all the credit for the passage of the referendum 
on probibition, at the same time pledging the 
party to abide by the result.

Therefore in committing the party to abide by 
the decision of the voters the Republican 
party would be taking a stand against prohibi- 
tion.

JEFFERSON, FOE OF BIGOTRY. 


The centennial celebration of the death of 
Jefferson was appropriately held 
the great statesman's grave at 
Charlottesville, Va. Dr. William T. Manning, 
Protestant Episcopal bishop of New York. who 
was the orator on the occasion, characterized 
as foolish any charge'that Jefferson was indif- 
ferent to religion, and declared that, on the 
contrary, his religious convictions were deep 
and real, and that none of his many signal 
services to the country was greater than the 
battle he fought for religious freedom and for 
complete separation of church and state.

The heat of the sun isnot a con- 
stant glow, but fluctuates within a 
range of about 2 per t, or at least 
within that percentagé.during recent 
years, according to tests made by 
Dr. Charles G. Ab¥ect, of the Smith- 


4 yesterday. 

Dr. Abbot believes that at last 
he has sure proof that the heat of 
the sun varies. And if that is true, 
the sun, according to Dr. Abbot, 
becomes without question a ‘real 


factor in th daily and yearly 
weather changes.”’ 
Scientists ant that if the heat 


of the sun ries the weather is 
affected by the change. If this 
variation can be measured, a con- 
siderable advance in weather fore- 
casting, especially in long period 
forecasting, will unquestionably re- 
sult. Therefore, this primary proof 
of which Dr. Abbot feels assured 
is of great value to weather research 
work. 

Dr. Abbot has been engaged in 
measuring the heat of the sun for 
30 years. More than 20 years ago 
he ventured the theory that the beat 
varies. For the purpose of his 


measurements he developed instru-|- 


ments capable of measuring one- 
millfonth of a degree change in 
temperature. 

Several prominent scientists, 
however, although they did not 
question the possibility of such va- 
riation, doubted the accuracy of the 
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processes Dr. Abbot had used in 
reaching his conclusion. 

The irregularity of the huge vol- | 
ume of atmosphere which inter-| 
venes between the earth apd the) 
sun, and the amount of dust and 
water vapor which this body of 
gases holds, obstructing the sun's 
heat in direct proportion to the ir- 
regularity of both these agencies, 
would make accurate measurement 
of solar radiation almost impossal- 
They be- 

Dr. Abbot was misied and 
the changes were due to at- 
mospheric and not solar conditions. 

This is what Dr. Abbot has now 
done, however. He has taken meas- 
urements of days on which the at- 
mospheric conditions were practi- 
cally the same These measure- 
ments cover a period from the years 
1910 to 1920. 

He has divided these days inio 
comparable groups, and has plotted 
his findings on a chart. Inciden- 
tally. the years 1912 and 1913 were

debt amounting to 
about $115,000,000,000. They also 
indicate that the unofficial estimate

people for all sorts of things from 
ships to sealing wax is ultra-con- 
servative. There are other items 
which may swell the total to consid- 
erably larger proportions, possibly 
lo as much as $150,000,000,000.

ever, it is apparent that the passion 
for going in debt is universal and 
that the American people have 
mortgaged their earnings for vears 
ahead. 

All classes of the population are 
involved in the debt «sweepstakes. 
Individuals have gone deeply into 
debt. millions of them by the in- 
Stallment payment plan, for every- 
thing from automobiles and houses 
to clothing and jewelry. The ex- 
tent of their indebtedness for auto- 
mobiles alone is estimated at $3,- 
000,000,000. Corporations have 
gone so deeply into debt that their 
interest payments alone for the 
calendar year 1923, according to 
the bureau of internal revenue, ex- 
ceeded $3,000,000,000. The Fed- 
eral government is saddled with a 
mammoth war debt and the lesser 
governments are busily construct- 
ing for themselves saddles of peace- 
time debt for improvements. 

Everybody is borrowing money 
or going into debt, many seemingly 
without thought of tomorrow. 
Within the past six years upward 
of $30,000,000,000 of new build- 
ings have been sold on from 75 to 
90 per cent credit. The mort- 
gages on city and other urban 
homes built and sold within that 
time probably run to upward of 
$10,000,000.000. This figure does 
not include mortgages on buildings 
constructed prior to 192 How

‘vidual indebtedness can be gained 


from the tax returns to the bureau 
of internal revenue. The latest 
figure available is for the year 
1922. It shows a total of $850,- 
000,000 paid out in interest during 
that year by the 7,000,000 persons 
reporting incomes of more than 
$1,500. Assuming that the average 
interest rate on individual debts 
was 6 per cent, a calculation dis- 
closes the total indebtedness of this 
group at about $14,000,000,000. 
Some idea, too, of the extent of 
corporation debt may be obtained 
from the official returns by the rail- 
roads to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. On January 1 last 
the total funded debt of the class

S. S. New 
York, off Newport, R. 1., to Rear 
Admiral Plunkett. commandant of 
the Third naval district, expressing 
deep regret over the disaster and 
asking to be kept informed as to 
developments. 


first was entirely blown off and the 
second showed where a huge shell 
had plowed its way through and 
above hundreds of large submarine 
target shells. 

On the right was the shattered 
home of Capt. O. C. Dowling, in 
charge of the navy arsenal, a three- 
story stone and wood structure. 

Temporarily the group passed up 
this shell-broken house so that the 
photographer could get nearer the 
explosion scenes as soon ag possi- 
ble. 

The machine was parked and for 
a mile to the west, the party jour- 
neyed until within three blocks of 
the voleano of death and destruc- 
tion. There at 2:10 a. m. the first 
flashlight picture of the main devas- | 
tated area was taken. The pho- 
tographer did not remain in that 
spot long for from one of the burn- 
ing navy buildings came a series of 
exploding 14-inch shells. These 
falling all about, drove him to an- 
other hill, which afforded a better 
opportunity for photographic pur- 
poses. 

For an hour, the party continued 
its exploration by the flare of the 
explosives and the flaming build- 
ings. Time and time again the di- 
rection was quickly changed be- 
cause of shells falling in a shower, 
now here, now there. 

The circle of the fire was trav- 
ersed, and then the photographer 
climbed a damaged 300-foot steel 
water tower from which he added 
much to his record of the dramatic 
spectacle. 

From this tower top miles of the 
surrounding country was visible. 
To the right fourteen different fires 
were burning——each a magazine and 
each fire sending large _ shells 
screeching through the air inces- 
santly. 

By this time it was daylight. Two 
new fires broke out, one in the large 
army T. N. T. warehouse and the 
other in a small navy powder house. 
Even then, nearly twelve hours 
after the first blast, shells were 
falling at the rate of one every 
minute. 

In a barn 500 feet from the camp 
commander’s headquarters, in its 
stall, was found Beauty, one of the 
show horses of the camp. Tied to 
a post, the animal was almost dead 
from fright. At every sound of ex- 
plosion the animal kicked and 
,reared. It was bleeding and cut 
from its 14-hour effort to free itself.

shells, several of which had fallen 
nearby, killing five other horses.
